The President's Tour Continues to be a 
Brilliant One and Montgomery 
Honors Him. 


MONTGOMEBÏ, Ala., Oct. 20,—After a 
good night's rest on the special train, 
the presidential tourists arrived here at 
8 o'clock this morning. 
There were the 
usual large crowus waiting, but the 
strictest order prevailed. 
Commerce 
street, from the station to the hotel, 
nearly a half mile away, was lined by 
troops on each side, who kept a wide 
avenue open from curb to curb. 


Governor Seay, Mayor 
Reese and 
Colonel Newman, the president of the 
State Agricultural society who composed 
the reception committee, were within 
the lines and conducted the guests at 
once to their carriages and then to the 
hotel. 
The manner of the reception 
made an exceedingly favorable impres- 
sion upon the minds of the president 
and his companions. 
At the hotel. 
Senator Pugh, 
Senator Morgan, the 
members of the governor's staff, the 
president of the senate, speaker of the 
house, ex-Governor O'Neil, Congress- 
man Davidson and a number of ladies, 
greeted the city's guests in the hotel 
parlors, where half an hour was spent in 
making and renewing acquaintances. 


The presidential party breakfasted at 
the hotel with Gov. and Mrs. Seay, Mrs. 
Newman, Mayor Reese, the daughter of 
Ex Governor O'Neil, Senator Morgan. 
Senator Pugh, and a few others, after 
which they reviewed the troops from the 
balcony of the hotel. 
There were about 
1,000 men in the column, including 
troops, cavalry and a battery of artillery. 


After the review, the ride through 
the city was the most en joyable feature 
of the demonstration. 
Public and pri- 
vate buildings were elaborately adorned 
and everything wore a gala appearance. 


The welcome eddrees was delivered by 
Gov. Seay upon the arrival of the presi- 
dental party at the fair grounds. The 
president, among other things, said: 


" I am very glad to be able, at the 
oonclueion of the most delightful, and I 
hope improving series, of visits through- 
out the coun^^ry, to see a little of the 
state of Alabama, its people, and its 
capital city. 
I believe no southern 
state has within itself more elements of 
independent growth and development 
than Alabama. It has within its bor- 
ders abundant forests of useful and val- 
uable timber, waiting for its utility to 
the needs of man, while its mineral 
sources are marvelous and inexhaustible 
and give assurance of wealth and com- 
mercial greatness."

Close Their General Assembly Yester- 
day—Indianapolis 
Selected as 
the Next Place of Meeting; 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 20.—The general 
assembly of Knights of Labor remained 
in session all day, only taking a final ad- 
journment at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 
All business was disposed of, 
and the eleventh assembly has a record 
of accomplishing more than any of its 
predecessors. 
Many of the delegates 
left for home by the evening trains, but 
a number, including the general officers, 
will remain in the city for a day or so. 


At the session yesterdav a resolution 
was adopted which provides that the 
general executive board shall have noth- 
ing to do with strikes unlesb called upon 
to interfere by the district assemblies or 
national trades assemblies involved. The 
anarchistic element received 
another 
backset when the assembly resolved by 
a vote of 112 to 29, that the Knights of 
Labor in parade shall carry nothing but 
the state or national colors. 


The attempt to prevent Mr. Powderly's 
further activity in the order in event of 
his resignation, was frustrated when the 
assembly refused to accept the proposi- 
tion to strike out the section which pro- 
vides "a past general master workman 
shall have all the rights and privileges 
of representatives."

A DOUBLMRAGEDY. 


An Aged Man Kills Uls Wife and Then

Rushing in, they found the 
door of an upstairs room looked, a^d, 
breaking it open, found Mrs. Shaffuer 
lying upon her face in the garret stair- 
way, with a bullet wound in her back, 
nnd nearby her husband lying upon the 
floor shot in the mouth. 
Both were 
dead. 
Near the body of Shaffner lay a 
32-caliber revolver, with four chambers 
empty. 
Each of the victims leaves a 
family of adult children.

TO HONO^mCOLN. 


The Statute of Abraham Lincoln at 
Chicago Will be Unveiled on 
Saturday. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—The statue of 
Abraham Lincoln, which is to ornament 
the southern entrance to Lincoln park, 
was placed in its permanent position yes- 
terday morning. 
The statue, which is of 
bronze, weighs 2,000 pounds. 


It will be one of the most artistic or- 
naments of the city and is the gift of 
the late Eli Bates, a long time resident 
of Chicago, who, in his will, bequeathed 
$40,000 for this purpose. 
The execu- 
tion of the trust was entrusted to the 
prominent sculptor, Augustus St, Gau- 
dens, who made the work of love, and 
has produced an effigy of the martyred 
president, which is pronounced by art 
critics superior to any yet created. The 
statue will be unveived and formally 
presented Saturday. 


Another Wreck. 


LiNooiiN, Neb., Oct, 20.—A disastrous 
wreck occurred on the B. & M. railroad 
about four miles from this city yester- 
day. 
Two freight trains collided while 
going at full speed.

Capturing Birdg with ñ Glass. 


James Bnssell Lowell, in one of his 
essays, tells of the great sport he had 
at Elmwood in bringing down birds 
with an opera-glass. 
Professor Lowell 
preferred the opera-glass to a gun be- 
cause it did not hurt the birds and 
amused him a great deal mora 
A ladv 
who passes the hours of a long conva- 
lescence in observing from her window 
those traits which nature reveals only 
to those who watch it because they love 
it, and who has before favored the 
listener with her observations, sends 
the following account of her success ip 
capturing what she calls a feathered 
eniííma. It will be noted that her 
method of capture closely resembles 
Professor Lowell's: 


I have captured him at last, the little 
tease, that for three summers or more 
has haunted the neighboring trees and 
tantalized me beyond measure by stub- 
bornly refusing to reveal his identity. 
Day after day have I neglected my 
work, twisting my neck and straining 
my eyes gazing tree-topward, and all in 
vain. I have conjectured to which 
family he might belong, but I could 
determine nothing with certainty until 
now. 


He is a ])eautiful creature, about as 
long as the hair bird, but more slender, 
elegant aud "natty" in figure, and very 
^aceful and si)rightly in all his mo- 
tions. In color he seems to be of a 
nearly uniform olive above and nearly 
white beneath, with the suspicion of a 
bar upon his wings, and more than the 
susi)icion of a white band over his eyes. 
He is incessantly busy in the elms and 
in the ash across the way, and he sings 
almost uninterruptedly from morning 
until night, even through the heat of a 
midsummer noon. He and the wood 
pewee are the only August songters I 
know, and last year, after other song- 
sters had become silent, and my little 
friend himself had enjoyed a brief re- 
spite, he suddenly recovered voice and 
ambition aud sang as cheerily as ever 
for several days after the 10th of Sep- 
tember. 


But I have not yet introduced my 
feathered enigmas by name. He is 
called the warbling vireo. Do you 
know him? I have been making my 
acquaintance bit by bit during the three 
years, aud to-day the final victory 
perched ui)on my banner, or to be more 
e.\]dicit, Mr. ^ irco himself 
perched 
apon a branch of the cherry tree, in 
full view, and sang to me. 


He is a coniiding little fellow and 
plucky, too, l)earing my scrutiny with 
perfect composure; and when mater- 
familias, on the trail of the buifalo bug, 
violently snapped blankets outside the 
window within a few yards of the porch, 
he sang on as gaiJy as though the 
blanket performance was intended for 
his amusement solely. 
Possibly he 
fancied it ajiplause. 


The song of the vireo is strikingly 
like that of the purj)le ñnch; it is 
briefer, less musical and less ecstatic 
than that of the fim-h, for which it is 
often mistaken, but it is very sweet and 
clear. 


It is very interesting to compare the 
Bong of a bird in the air with with Wil- 
son Flagg's representation of the same 
ujion the gamut, although it takes a 
koimer ear than mine to detect the tine 
trills and demi-somi-quavers so fre- 
quently interspersed. 
The sprightly 
carol of this tiny vireo is caught very 
successfully, but his iend(^ring into the 
words, "Jirigadier, brigadier, brigadier, 
brigate," is not .so happy. 
It is a brief 
and simple "braid of song," of very nar- 
row compass, and what most excites 
my surprirse is the fact that it does not 
bocv»me monotonous through constant 
reiteration; on tlie contrary, after the 
fiftieth repetition; I tind myself eagerly 
awaiting the next, in a vain endeavor 
to divine its set-ret charm. 
The other 
day we heard three or four vireos sing- 
ing together. ])ut, in diflerent parts of 
the measure. It was a genuine "round" 
chorus and the eliect was very odd.— 
Boston TronscrliiL
